Another new citrus packing 
plant is to replace the present 
house of the Mountain View 


Fruit association on the present 
location south of the Santa Fe 
station and just east of Second 
avenue. In the new building a 
portion of the present structure 
will be utilized and additions will 
tbe made, the completed building 
to be approximately 187 by 140 
feet. The Mountain View con- 
cern hag been planning the new 
building for some time and when 
completed it will be another of 
the outstanding structures of the 


kind in the district where such 
plants are numerous. 
Work of tearing down the 


frame at the rear of the present 
building is already under way 
and it will be replaced by 
structure 140 by 97 feet, with 
basement constructed under same 
and equipped with the most 
modern air conditioning and re- 
frigeration plants. This large 
basement will be used for stor- 
ing lemons. First floor above the 
basement will be utilized for re- 
ceiving and washing lemons— 
and improvements and additions 
for the most modern type equip 
ment for this purpose will be in- 
stalled. 

A separate basement is to be 
made under the entire present 
main building, dimensions being 
90 by 140 feet. On the ground 
floor of this portion new offices 
will be located and the machin- 
ery and mechanical equipment 
for handling oranges will be re- 
arranged and added to in order 
to facilitate the handling of this 
fruit by the latest approved 
methods. The basement will 
have air conditionad holding 
rooms for oranges, facilitating 
the handling of the orang crop 
especially during the peak season. 

Additional air conditioning and 
refrigerating equipment will be 
placed in the present lemon stor- 
age building. 

The new building is expected 
to be completed and ready for 
use by Oct. 1. It will be of con- 
crete and wood construction and 
of attractive design. Total cost 
when building is completed and 
equipped will be approximately 
$75,000, of which amount $50,000 
will be for buildings and balance 
for machinery and equipment. 

The building committee in 
charge of preparations in connec- 
tion with new construction is 
composed of Paul Schowalter, 
G. B. Ford Jr. and Ed Smith.

Fruit association are: E. H. 
Sanford, president; Geo. Byron 
Ford Jr., vice president; these 
with Ralph Smith, H. S. Camp- 
bell, J. F. Dederer, Paul Scho- 
walter and Ed Smith composing 
the board of directors.
